New Applicator Developed 
For Use in Weed Control 


STATE COLLEGE, Miss. — An 
all-purpose machine for applying 
weed control chemicals has been 
developed at the Delta Branch 
Experiment Station and has been 
used successfully for one season. 
The work was done by Agricultur- 
al Engineer O. B. Wooten and 
Agronomist J. T. Holstun, Jr., 
both of whom, are USDA research 
staff members working jointly 
with Delta Station at Stoneville, 
Mississippi.
